Y own unhappy Paffion for Mrs. Page 

has made me extremely fenfible of all the 

Diftreffes occafioned by Love, I have 

often refle&ted on what could be the Caufe, 

that while we fee the moft worthlefs part of Man- 
kind every Day fucceeding in their Attempts, while 
we fee thofe Wretches whofe Hearts are utterly 


incapable of this noble Paffion, appear ftupid and 


feuielets amidft the Careffes of the Fair; we cannot 
but obferve, that the nobleft and greateft Flames 
which have been kindled in the Breafts of Men of 
Senfe and Merit, have feldom met with a dueRe- 
turn. 

As the Thoughts of thofe who have been through- 
ly in Love are frequently wild and extravagant, I 
have been fometimes tempted to think, that Provi- 
dence, never defigning we fhould fix our thoughts of 
Happinefs altogether here, will not allow us totafte fo 
large a Share of it as we muft neceffarily do in the En- 
joyment of an Obje& on which all the Paffions of 
our Soul have been placed, and to which all the 
Faculties of our Mind have been long afpiring. 

It is certain, however, that without having Re- 
courfe to a fuperior Power, there are feveral Acci- 
dents which naturally happen on thefe. Occafions, 
and from whence we may generally give a pretty 
good Account why the greateft Paflions are ufually 
unfuccefsful. It has been long fince obferved by a 
celebrated French Writer, that it is much eafier for 

Man to fucceed who only feigns a Paffion, than 

.¢ one who is truly and defperatelyin Love, The 
itt is ftill Mafter of himfelf, and can watch all the 
Vurns and Revolutions inthe Temper of her whom 
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he would engage. The latter is too much taxen 
up with his own Paffion to attend any thing 
elfe: It is with difficulty he can even perfwade 
himfelf to fpeak; when he finds every thing he 
can fay fo fhort of what he feels, and thet his 
Conceptions are too tender to be €xprefled by Words: 
The Fair, generally fpeaking, are not fufficient- 
ly fenfible of the Value they ought to put upon 
fuch a Paffion, nor confider how ftrong that Love 
muft be which fhiall throw the moft Eloquent into 
the urmoft Confufion before them. Flavia is anun- 
happy Inftance of what I am obferving; fhe was 
courted at once by Zom Trifle, and Octavio; the 
firft could entertain her with his Love, with the 
fame Indifference he talked on any other Occafion, 
and with great Serenity of Mind make a Digreffion 
from what he was faying, either to piay with her 
Lap-dog or give his Opinion of a Suit of Knots; 
OGavio, when Fortune favoured him with an Oppor- 
tunity of declaring himfelf, was often ftruck Speech- 
lefs in the midft of a Sentence, and couidtor fome 
time exprefs himfelf no other way than by preding 
her Hand and dropping a Tear. Flaviahaving duly 
weighed the Merit of both, inarried Trifle. His 
Unkjindnefs to her after Marriage, his Inazility for 
any thing of Bufinefs, and Careletsnefs in relation 
to his Fortune, foon plunged her into fo many un- 
happy Circumftances, that the had long fince funk 
under the weight of them, had fhe not been con- 
ftantly fupported by the Intercft aud Afiftance of the 

generous Odavio. 
But befides the Reafons I have already affigned 
for the ill Succets of the mott delerving Yations, 
there 








there is one which I muft not omit. It is the un- 
happinefs of too many Women of Fortune and Me- 
rit, from a diftruft of their. own Judgment, to fub- 
mit thernfelves entirely to the Direétion of others, 
and rely too much on thofe Friendthips they have 
contraéted with fome of their own Sex. Thefe 
Female Acquaintance either immediately form fome 
Defign of theirown upon them, in order to accom- 
plith which every other Propofal is difcouraged, or 
from a Spice of Envy, too incident to the Sex, can- 
not endure to fee them ardently beloved, or think 
of having them pafs their Days in the Arms of a 
Man who they are fenfible would make it the Bufi- 
nefs of his Life to oblige them. .
